I| 
la the delight of the native males of the 
low country to wear their liulr twisted 
into a roll jit the bnck of the head, 
with a hoiseshoe shaped tortoise shell 
comb at the top. The women, curiously 
enough, do not affect this ornament. 


It appears that one of (lie great am 


billons of the Cingalese man of humble 
position Is to possess mid \venr a lingo 
comb of the finest luslcr arid most per 
feet manufacture, and m.-iuy indicate 
their higher social stains by means of 
an additional comb rising to n consider 
able height above their glossy coil. 


The artist in tortoise shell who malrcs 


these combs obtains his raw materials 
from the hawk bill turtle. The turtle 
i.s killed and its carcass immediately 
Immersed in boiling- water. The plate* 
when separated from the bony part of 
the nnimnl aro very irregular In form. 
Being brittle, they require careful ma- 
nipulation, especially ns a high tem- 
perature, which would soften thorn, 
tends to darken and cloud the shell. 
They are therefore treated at us low n 
heat ns is possible for the work. 


Thickness is obtained by softening 


several plates and then applying pres- 
sure, when a union of the surfaces 
takes nlace. Under bent the shell nlso 
Is molded Into various artificial forms.
